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PREFACE. 


THE  Augustinian  Priory  of  Bridlington  was  established  by  Walter  de 
Gaunt  between  the  years  1114  and  1124.  It  was  suppressed  by  Henry 
VIII  in  1537.  In  the  intervening  period  of  four  centuries  it  had 
acquired  estates  which  would  now  be  worth  many  thousands  of  pounds 
yearly.  This  volume  shows  how  those  estates,  or  the  bulk  of  them,  were 
obtained. 

The  following  pages  represent  the  contents  of  the  Chartulary  of 
the  Priory,  which,  fortunately,  remains  to  us.  It  is  a  volume  of  352 
leaves  of  vellum,  the  leaves  being  about  15 J  inches  long  and  9^  inches 
wide.  It  is  enclosed  in  the  original  wooden  boards,  which  are  covered 
with  deerskin.  It  was  secured  by  two  leather  clasps,  one  of  which 
only  remains.  The  original  writing  is  large  and  clear,  and  the  ink  very 
little  faded.  As  is  usual  in  such  chartularies,  a  number  of  documents 
were  inserted  at  later  dates  by  other  hands  hi  the  blank  spaces  left 
by  the  original  scribe ;  these  have  been  distinguished  in  the  footnotes 
in  the  present  work.  The  charters  in  the  MS.  are  headed  in  red,  and 
their  initials  are  alternately  red  and  blue.  The  margins  are  ornamented 
with  red  or  blue  scroll-work.  The  writing  is  in  double  columns,  each 
column  having  generally  about  43  lines,  irrespective  of  headings.  On  the 
whole,  the  volume  must  be  pronounced  a  very  fine  specimen  of  a  mon- 
astic chartulary.  The  frontispiece  to  this  work  will  afford,  on  a  small 
scale,  an  idea  of  the  general  style  of  the  pages  as  they  originally 
appeared. 

The  charters  are  grouped  under  vills,  and  at  the  commencement  of 
the  volume  there  is  a  consecutive  list  of  these.  The  original  folioing 
was  merely  by  vills,  from  I  to  LXXXXI,  the  whole  of  the  folios  occupied 
by  the  charters  of  the  first  vill  being  headed  i,  those  of  the  second 
vill  n,  and  so  on.  At  a  later  date  a  folioing  in  the  ordinary  way, 
1-352,  was  made  in  Arabic  figures,  and  has  been  followed  in  this  work. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  kindness  of  the  late  Sir  Henry  D.  Ingilby,  Bart., 
of  Ripley  Castle,  where  the  Chartulary  is  preserved,  for  the  loan  of  the 
volume  and  permission  to  make  the  following  abstracts.  The  manuscript 
has  been  long  the  property  of  the  Ingilby  or  Ingleby  family,  but  how  it 
originally  came  into  their  possession  I  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain. 
Roger  Dodsworth,  in  one  of  the  volumes  of  his  MSS.  in  the  Bodleian  Library,1

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gives  certain  notes  from  it,  headed  as  follows  : — "  In  Mr  Gascoigne's  notes, 
taken  out  of  the  Coucher  of  Bridlington,  which  is  in  the  custody  of 
Wra  Ingelby,  of  Rippley,  Esquire."  The  Gascoigne  in  question  was, 
no  doubt,  Richard  Gascoigne  the  antiquary,  born  1580-90,  died  about 
I663,1  but,  unfortunately,  we  do  not  know  when  his  notes  were  made. 
But  in  1627,  Dodsworth  himself  had  access  to  the  volume,  which,  he 
says,  was  then  in  the  custody  of  Sir  James  Bellingham,  of  Levens  ; 
and  he  made  a  number  of  extracts  and  abstracts,  which  he  heads  as 

follows  : —

In  Cartulario  Monasterii  de  Bridelington,  in  custodia  Jacobi  Belling- 
ham de  Levens  in  Com.  Westmerland  militis,  3°  die  Martis  1627.* 

Sir  James  Bellingham  and  William  Ingleby  are  both  mentioned  as 
holding  monastic  chartularies  in  the  letter  of  the  Bishop  of  London, 
demanding  the  surrender  of  such  chartularies,  written  in  July,  1627. 4 
The  list  of  chartularies  in  that  letter  includes  that  of  Bridlington ; 
but,  unfortunately,  the  letter  does  not  make  it  clear  in  whose  possession 
it  then  was,  giving  merely  a  general  list  of  chartularies  and  a  general 
list  of  owners.  The  Bishop's  instructions  appear  to  have  been  dis- 
regarded, and  Dodsworth  went  through  the  volume  again  in  March, 
1628,  his  new  notes  following  those  made  previously ;  and  as  he  makes 
no  remark  to  the  contrary,  the  Chartulary  was  presumably  still  at 
Levens.  There  was  a  connection  between  the  Ingleby  and  Bellingham 
families,  Sir  William  Ingleby,  who  died  in  1652,  having  married  a  daughter 
of  Sir  James  Bellingham.  Archer  records  that  the  Chartulary  was  in  the 
custody  of  the  Ingleby  family  in  i634.5  In  the  first  edition,  1695,  of  Tanner's 
Notitia  Monastica,  he  states  that  there  was  a  Register  of  Bridlington 
with  Sir  William  Ingleby,  of  Rippon  (sic),  and  another  with  John 
Bellingham,  of  Levens.  I  think  he  must  have  been  under  a  mistake 
here.  That  the  volume  which  was  at  Levens  in  1627  is  identical 
with  that  now  preserved  at  Ripley  is  ascertainable  from  Dodsworth's 
extracts,  to  which  the  folios  of  the  original  he  saw  are  appended, 
and  these  correspond  with  the  relative  folios  in  the  Ripley 
chartulary.6  In  1719,  the  Chartulary  was  at  Ripley,  as  we  know  from

Dodsworlh  does  uot  appear  to  have  gone  steadily  through  the  volume,  but  to  have  turned  over 
the  leaves  backwards  and  forwards,  making  notes  and  extracts  where  any  matter  seeme<i  to  him 
important  or  interesting. 
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the  record  of  the  visit  of  Warburton,  Somerset  Herald,  to  Ripley  Castle 
in  that  year,1  and  Dr.  Burton  mentions  in  the  Monasticon  Eboracense 
(1758)  that  it  was  then  in  the  possession  of  Sir  John  Ingleby,  Bart.;  and 
at  Ripley  it  has,  no  doubt,  remained  ever  since. 

The  Ingleby  family  have  been  by  no  means  illiberal  in  allowing  the 
use  of  the  Chartulary  to  antiquaries.  As  mentioned  above,  both  Dods- 
worth  and  Gascoigne2  made  extracts  from  it.  Dr.  Burton  took  from  it 
by  far  the  larger  portion  of  his  account  of  Bridlington  Priory  in  the 
Monasticon  Eboracense.3  Prickett,  who  wrote  an  account  of  the  Priory 
in  1831,  and  Poulson,  the  historian  of  Holderness,  were  also  under 
great  obligations  to  the  volume,  and  Walbran,  the  historian  of  Fountains, 
had  likewise  access  to  it.  Other  writers  on  Yorkshire  topography 
have  probably  made  use  of  it. 

I  may  add  a  few  sentences  as  to  the  methods  of  the  present  work. 
No  attempt  has  been  made  in  the  following  pages  to  edit  the  MS. 
in  the  sense  in  which  the  word  is  ordinarily  used.  To  edit  fully  and 
fittingly  such  a  chartulary  would  take  more  time  than  I  can  hope 
to  be  able  to  give  to  the  work.  Hence  the  present  volume  must  be 
regarded  rather  as  a  storehouse  of  facts  for  the  student  of  Yorkshire 
and  Lincolnshire  topography  and  genealogy  than  as  an  original  work. 
The  notes  I  have  added  are  mainly  on  matters  relating  to  the  manuscript 
itself.  I  have,  however,  given  in  them  the  modern  names  of  vills  where 
there  might  be  a  little  difficulty  in  identifying  those  names  as  written  by 
the  scribe. 

Much  care  has  been  used  in  making  the  English  abstracts  from 
the  original  copies  of  the  documents  in  the  Chartulary,  which  are,  of 
course,  with  a  very  few  exceptions,  in  the  usual  abbreviated  medieval 
Latin.  I  have  not  thought  it  necessary  to  give  purely  formal  and  legal 
phrases  in  full,  and  the  plan  used  to  avoid  the  constant  repetition 
of  such  phrases  may  be  briefly  explained  as  follows  : 

The  grants  are,  generally,  to  "  God  and  the  Church  of  the  Blessed 
Mary  of  Bridlington  and  the  Canons  serving  God  there,"  or  some  varia- 
tion of  this  wording.  All  this  is  expressed  in  the  following  pages  by 
the  word  "  Grant,"  or  by  "  Confirmation  "  or  "  Quitclaim,"  where  the

years  where  dates  occur.  He  was  much  too  fond  of  writing  remarks  in  any  manuscript  which 
came  into  his  hands. 

8  Burton,  though  he  must  always  be  regarded  with  respect  by  those  who  make  a  study  of 
Yorkshire  history,  was  unfortunately  far  from  being  as  accurate  as  he  was  industrious.  As 
numerous  differences  will  be  found  between  the  A/on.  Ebor.  and  the  present  work,  it  may  be  as 
well  to  mention  that  where  I  observed  such  differences  I  verified  my  version  by  another  reference 
to  the  original  Chartulary.  Poulson  is  more  accurate,  but  even  in  his  extracts  I  have  found 
repeated  errors. 
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document  is  of  such  a  nature.  It  must  always  be  understood  that 
where  no  grantee  is  mentioned  in  the  following  deeds  the  grant  is  to 
the  Prior  and  Convent  or  Canons  of  Bridlington  ;  and  also  that  when 
a  Prior  and  Convent  or  Canons  are  mentioned  without  the  name  of  a 
Religious  house,  Bridlington  is  intended. 

Most  of  the  grants  contain  the  usual  Warranty,  in  a  form  something 
like  this :  "  Et  ego  et  heredes  mei  prenominatam  terram  cum  per- 
tinenciis  suis  dictis  Canonicis  contra  omnes  homines  warrantizabimus, 
defendemus,  et  ab  omnibus  serviciis,  etc.,  acquietabimus."  This  wording 
is,  of  course,  constantly  somewhat  varied,  but  when  no  special  clause 
is  introduced  I  have  represented  the  whole  by  "  Warranty  "  or  "  War- 
ranty, and  acquittance  from  services,  etc.,"  as  the  case  requires. 

The  sealing  clause  is  expressed  by  the  word  "  Testimonium  "  where 
that  word  appears  in  it,  as  it  usually  does, — "  in  cujus  rei  testimonium," 
etc.  Where  the  clause  is  differently  worded,  as,  for  instance,  "  et  ut 
hec  mea  donacio  firma  sit  et  stabilis  presenti  scripto  sigillum  meum 
apposui,"  I  have  used  the  word  "  sigillum  "  instead  of  "  testimonium." 

In  the  witnessing  clause  "  testes  "  or  "  hiis  testibus  "  is  represented 
by  "Test." 

The  word  "  dominus  "  in  its  different  cases  is  shortened  to  "  Dom." 

The  "  pro  anima  "  clause — that  is,  where  a  gift  is  stated  to  be  made 
for  the  good  of  the  soul  of  the  donor  or  the  souls  of  relations  or  friends — 
is  only  given  when  it  contains  names  or  other  information  not  elsewhere 
in  the  deed. 

The  "  habendum  "  clause,  of  which  a  common  form  is  "  tenendum 
et  habendum  libere  quiete  et  pacifice  ab  omnibus  secularibus  serviciis, 
demandis,  et  exactionibus,"  or  some  similar  form  of  words,  I  have 
printed  shortly  "  to  hold  freely,  etc.,  from  services,  etc." 

The  disclaimer  clause  in  quitclaims, — "  ita  quod  nee  ego  nee  heredes 
mei  de  cetero  aliquod  jus,  etc.,  vendicare  vel  exigere  possimus " — is 
omitted,  as  purely  formal. 

The  terms  fixed  for  payment  of  rents  reserved,  as  Whitsuntide, 
Martinmas,  etc.,  are  not  usually  printed. 

The  headings  to  the  documents  are  not  given,  as  hi  general  they  are 
only  formal,  and  contain  no  information  beyond  that  in  the  deed,— 
thus  "  donum  unius  carucate  terre,"  "  confirmatio  duorum  selionum," 
and  so  forth ;  but  in  a  few  cases  where  it  seemed  advisable  to  show 
them  they  are  printed  in  the  notes. 

Christian  names  are  generally  given  in  the  modern  form,  and  where 
the  medieval  word  is  still  used,  as  Reginald  and  Matilda,  I  have 
retained  it.  Surnames  are  left  as  they  appear  in  the  original,  except 
that  professions  are  translated,  as  clerk  for  "  clericus,"  chaplain  for 
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"  capellanus,"  etc.  In  a  few  well-known  cases,  such  as  Fitzjohn,  FitzAlan, 
FitzBrian,  FitzGerold,  the  name  is  so  written,  instead  of  "  son  of,"  as  being 
the  general  reading. 

A  few  very  early  or  interesting  deeds  are  purposely  printed  in  the 
original  Latin,  but  English  abstracts  are  given  at  p.  457. 

These  explanations  will,  I  hope,  show  exactly  how  far  the  present 
work  represents  the  original.  I  have  endeavoured  throughout  in  making 
the  abstracts  to  give  the  full  purport  of  the  documents,  and  to  leave 
out  no  material  fact,  and  I  believe  that  nothing  of  any  moment  is 
omitted,  except  formal  matter  as  explained  above.  I  will  only  add  that 
although  in  so  long  a  work  I  cannot  hope  to  have  altogether  avoided 
mistakes,  I  trust  that  tune  will  show  that  they  are  not  numerous  or 
important. 

I  cannot  conclude  without  expressing  my  thanks  to  my  friend, 
Mr.  William  Brown,  F.S.A.,  for  his  advice  and  suggestions  on  several 
doubtful  points.

INSPEXIMUS1  and  Confirmation  by  King  Edward  (II)  of  the  following 
Charters  to  the  Priory : 

i.  A  charter  by  King  Henry  (I),  granting  to  the  Church  of  S.M.  of  Brellin-  i  ^  .<. 
tona  and  the  Canons  Regular  there  tol  and  team  and  soc  and  sac  and  infan- 
genet'  and  quittance  of  tolls  (quietacionem  teoloniorum)  and  of  all  customs 
(consuetudinum]  of  their  demesnes  throughout  the  grantor's  land,  and  all 
other  liberties  and  customs  which  other  religious  Churches  in  Yorkshire 
have.  Tested  by  Audinus,  bishop  of  Evreux,  at  Evreux.2 

ii.  A  charter  by  the  same  King,  granting  or  confirming  to  the  Church  of 
S*  Mary  of  Bridel[ington]  and  the  Canons  Regular  there  the  following  gifts  : 
two  carucates  of  land  of  his  own  demesne,  whereof  a  carucate  and  a  half  are 
in  Estona  and  half  a  carucate  in  Hilderthorp,  free  from  geld  and  customs : 
by  Walter  de  Ganto,  thirteen  carucates  of  land  in  Brenlintona :  Jordan 
Paganel,  one  carucate3  in  the  same  vill,  for  the  soul  of  Geretrudis  his  wife, 
by  the  concession  of  Stephen,  her  eldest  son  :  the  men  of  Walter  de  Gaunt  gave 
to  the  same  Church,  by  the  concession  of  the  same  Walter, — by  Wm  Constable 
one  carucate  in  Basingebi,  Forno  in  the  same,*  Matheruus  two  bovates  in 
Hilderthorp,  Ralph  Buhc  and  Gocelin  his  son  two  bovates  in  Eston,  Ralph 
four  bovates  in  Grendala,  Goro  four  bovates  in  Bucton.  Morcar  one  bovate 
in  Bempton,  by  the  concession  of  Robert  de  Brus  his  lord  :  also  Walter  de 
Ganto  gave  the  Church  of  Edenham,  and  another  of  Witham  and  half  the 
Church  of  Suthferibi,  and  the  Church  of  Fiueley,  and  the  Church  of  Swaledale  : 
Adelard  the  hunter  gave  by  the  concession  of  Henry  his  son  and  the  consent 
of  Walter  his  lord  the  Church  of  Willardebi  and  of  Galmeton  :  Stephen,  Earl 
of  Albamara,  gave  the  Church  of  Bouintona  :  William  son  of  Nigel  gave  the 
Church  of  Fleynburg,  and  Eustace  Fitz  John  conceded,  and  in  the  dedication 
of  the  same  Church  added  thereto  a  bovate  of  land  :  the  same  Eustace  gave 
also  the  Church  of  Cuthuna  :  Eurardus  the  son  of  Peter  the  steward  (dapifer') 
of  Hildernessa,  gave  the  Church  of  Attingwik  :  Ralph  de  Gossa  gave  the 
Church  of  Sprotteley.  All  these  Churches  and  lands  the  said  lords  gave  free 
from  all  geld  and  customs,  except  Danegeld.  He  confirms  the  exchange  of 
tofts  (fo.  ib)  between  the  Canons  and  Jordan  Paganel.  Also  William  de 
Moion  and  Agnes  his  wife  gave  the  Church  of  Wichefordia.

Ill, 
between  Geoffrey,  Prior  of  Bridel[ington],  quer.,  and  Stephen  de 
Meynil,  def.,  respecting  the  moiety  of  a  knight's  fee  in  Bridlington 
(BrdV).     Stephen  recognised  the  right  of  the  Prior  and  his  Church  of  Brid 
[lington],  and  the  Prior  admitted  Stephen  and  his  heirs  to  all  benefits  and 
prayers  of  his  Church  for  ever. 

LICENCE  by  King  Edward  (I)  in  the  usual  form  to  William  de  Cantilupo 
and  Matilda  his  wife  to  grant  to  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  BridQing- 
ton]  a  messuage,  four  carucates  of  land,  and  ten  pounds  of  rent  in 
Bridjlington]  (fo.

GRANT  by  William  de  Cantilupo,  k*,  and  Matilda  his  wife,  to  the  Prior 
and  Convent  of  Brideling[ton]  of  a  messuage,  four  carucates  of  land, 
and  ten  pounds  of  yearly  rent,  with  the  appurtenances,  which 
formerly  the  grantors  held  from  them  in  Brid  [lington].

[lington].  William  and  Matilda  recognised  the  right  of  the  Prior  and  his 
Church,  and  moreover  granted  for  themselves  and  the  heirs  of  Matilda  that 
the  third  part  of  two  parts  of  the  said  tenements  which  Matilda  de  Arches 
held  in  dower  of  the  inheritance  of  Matilda  wife  of  the  said  William,  on  the 
day  of  this  concord,  and  which  at  her  death  ought  to  revert  to  the  deforciants, 
shall  remain  at  the  death  of  Matilda  [de  Arches]  to  the  Prior  and  his  Church  :

of  Thurstin,  Archbishop,  his  predecessor.    The  Archbishop  adjudges  that 
all  tithes  of  sheaves  and  of  whatsoever  is  sown,  arising  from  all  demesne  lands

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of  the  said  Prior  and  Convent,  cultivated  at  their  own  charges,  in  the  fields 
of  Burton  Fleming  in  the  said  Parish,  as  contained  and  fully  distinguished 
in  chirographs  made  between  the  houses,  shall  be  received  by  them  and  they 
shall  be  free  from  payment  thereof  to  the  Abbot  and  Convent,  in  recompense 
for  and  satisfaction  of  all  the  thraves  of  the  said  Parish,  and  if  any  part  of 
such  lands  be  hereafter  demised  or  let  at  ferm,  the  Prior  and  Convent  shall 
still  receive  the  tithes.  The  Abbot  and  Convent  of  Bardney  shall  in  future 
receive  all  thraves  due  from  the  said  Parish  and  hitherto  paid  to  the  Prior 
and  Convent  (except  those  due  in  respect  of  the  ploughs  of  the  Prior  and 
Convent  cultivating  their  demesne  lands  in  Burton  Fleming,  as  aforesaid) 
in  recompense  for  the  said  tithes.

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A  GREEMENT  made  in  the  Cathedral  (maiori  ecclesia)  at  York  before 
_/~\  the  above-named  Commissioners,  between  H.,  Prior,  and  the  Con- 
vent of  the  Canons  of  Brid[lington]  and  P.,  Abbot,  and  the  Convent 
of  the  monks  of  Wyteby,  respecting  the  tithes  of  fishermen,  parishioners  of 
Fyuel[e],  about  which  there  was  a  controversy.  The  Abbot  and  Convent 
acknowledged  before  the  Commissioners  that  they  had  no  right  in  the  said 
tithes,  and  quitclaimed  to  the  Prior  and  Canons  all  tithes  of  the  men  belonging 
to  the  Church  of  Brid[lington].  The  Prior  and  Convent  quitclaimed  the 
fifty  marks  which  had  been  adjudged  to  them,  and  all  the  tithes  of  men  belong- 
ing to  the  Church  of  Wyteby.  And  if,  as  is  alleged,  there  was  previously 
any  agreement  (transactio)  between  the  two  houses  for  the  tithes  of  the 
fishermen  of  Fiuele,  it  is  altogether  quitclaimed.  The  old  fellowship  (societas) 
between  the  two  houses  celebrated  in  the  martyrologies  of  each  shall  continue. 
Mutual  seals  in  testimony. 

AN  agreement  made  on  Thursday  after  the  feast  of  Sl  Katherine  in  the 
year  1231,  between  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Bridflington]  of  the  one 
part  and  the  men  of  Fiuele,  their  parishioners,  of  the  other,  in  settle- 
ment of  a  dispute  respecting  the  tithes  of  oil  and  other  tithes  of  the  fishery  of 
Doggedraue,  which  the  Prior  and  Convent  claimed  to  be  payable  to  them 
in  full,  before  deducting  expenses  as  had  been  the  practice,  and  also  respect- 
ing the  twelfth  penny  which  they  had  been  accustomed  to  receive  at  the  tithe 
(ad  decimum]  of  all  their  fishery  and  respecting  the  tithes  of  the  boats  and  the 
fishery  of  Crokesi ;  which  agreement  was  made  before  W.,  the  Archbishop, 
by  consent  of  Ralph  de  Neuill  and  Simon  de  Kokefeld,  by  William  Spirling, 
(fo.  59)  William  son  of  Adam,  Geoffrey  son  of  Auice,  Elured  Busing,  proctors 
for  the  community  of  Fyuele  appointed  to  settle  the  matter.  The  men 
of  Fyuele,  for  the  tithes  of  oil,  to  be  remitted  to  them,  and  that 
they  may  be  able  to  deduct  those  expenses  only  which  they  lay  out  in  food 
and  drink,  salt  and  wood  (focalio)  to  be  taken  with  them  to  Doggedraue 
before  payment  of  the  tithe,  as  of  custom,  are  to  pay  the  Prior  and  Con- 
vent forty  pence  yearly  from  each  ship  of  Doggedraue  in  which  oil  is  col- 
lected, paying  full  tithes  on  all  the  residue  ;  but  if  the  men  of  neighbour- 
ing ports  pay  tithes  on  oil  and  other  things  without  deduction  for  expenses, 
the  men  of  Fiuele  shall  add  something  to  the  forty  pence,  notwithstanding 
this  agreement.  From  the  boats  from  which  they  paid  at  their  will,  some- 
times the  fifteenth,  sometimes  the  sixteenth,  or  seventeenth,  henceforth 
they  shall  pay  the  right  tithe,  once  in  fifteen  days.  They  are  not  to  use  the 
fishery  of  Crokesi  henceforth,  but  if  they  should  do  so  they  are  to  pay  tithe. 
The  twelfth  penny  of  the  tithes,  as  well  from  the  large  ships  as  from  boats, 
which  they  shared  in  (participiebant)  they  shall  henceforward  pay  to  the 
Prior  and  Convent  or  their  Proctor,  guarding  the  tithes  as  carefully  as  when 
they  shared  in  the  twelfth  penny,  and  in  future  they  shall  receive  nothing 
from  the  tithes  towards  the  repair  of  their  lines  or  nets  or  for  breakfasts, 
or  other  benefits.  That  this  agreement  may  be  observed  by  the  parties, 
they  have  subjected  themselves  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Archdeacon  of 
the  East  Riding  for  the  time  being,  renouncing  remedy  at  law  and  other  right, 
and  if  necessary  he  may  compel  them  to  observance  by  ecclesiastical  censure.

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/TUDGMENT  of  the  Commissioners,  E.  Abbot  of  Rievaulx,  A.  Prior  of 
Nostel  and  H.  Precentor  of  York,  appointed  to  settle  a  dispute  between 
the  Canons  of  Brid[lington]  and  the  Canons  of  Grimesby  respecting 
tithes.  A  day  was  appointed  to  the  parties  to  appear  before  the  Commis- 
sioners with  their  witnesses,  on  which  day  the  witnesses  for  Bridlington  were 
produced,  sworn,  and  examined,  but  the  other  side  produced  no  witnesses  or 
proofs.  And  when  Bridlington  had  thus  produced  their  witnesses  three 
times,  the  Commissioners  gave  judgment  that  the  things  of  which  the  Canons 
of  Bridlington  had  been  deprived  be  restored  to  them,  condemning  the  Canons 
of  Grimsby  in  the  sum  of  ten  marks  for  the  issues  unjustly  received  by  them  and 
by  the  Pontifical  authority  committed  to  them  (the  Commissioners)  desiring 
them  henceforward  to  desist  from  exacting  tithes  from  fishermen,  parish- 
ioners of  Fiuele.

the  said  Abbot,  about  the  tithes  of  fish  of  the  fishermen  of  the  parish  of 
Fiuele,  which  the  Abbot  and  Canons  were  said  unjustly  to  have  received  in

the  Prior  was  done,  for  he  says  that  as  to  common  in  the  said  2,000  acres 
of  moor  and  pasture,  etc.,  that  the  same  Prior  had  the  right  of  pasture 
with  themselves,  for  all  animals  at  every  time  of  the  year  except  from  the 
feast  of  S*  Mark  Evangelist  until  Michaelmas,  in  which  time  the  Prior  had 
no  right  of  common  by  night  unless  he  satisfied  Robert  or  his  bailiff  for  any 
animals  which  might  have  common  there  by  night,  and  Robert  had  according- 
ly prevented  this,  as  was  lawful  for  him.

2,000  acres  of  moor  and  pasture,  the  Prior  has  right  of  common  for  all  animals 
at  every  time  of  the  year,  by  day  or  night.  And  as  to  the  common  in  the 
said  two  parts  of  3,000  acres  of  land,  they  say  the  Prior  was  disseised  as  he 
complains.  And  as  to  the  common  in  500  acres  of  meadow,  they  sa.y  that  as 
soon  as  the  hay  is  cut  and  put  in  cocks  the  Prior  has  right  of  common  for  his 
beasts,  but  so  that  he  do  no  damage  to  the  haycocks.  Whence  they  say 
precisely  that  the  Prior  and  his  predecessors  were  seised  of  their  common 
belonging  to  their  free  holding  in  the  same  vill,  until  the  said  R.  and  all  the 
others,  except  Robert  de  Thorp,  disseised  him.  Therefore  it  is  adjudged  that 
the  Prior  recover  seisin  of  his  common  of  pasture  by  the  view  of  the  recog- 
nitors,  and  his  damages,  which  are  taxed  by  the  same  at  forty  shillings.

AGREEMENT  made  Tuesday  after  the  feast  of  Sl  Nicholas,  in  the  22nd 
year  of  King  Edward  [I],  between  the  noble  man  the  lord  Gilbert 
de  Gaunt  of  the  one  part,  and  Dom.  Gerard  de  Burton,  Prior  of 
Bridelington,  for  himself  and  his  Convent,  of  the  other.  The  said  lord  Gilbert 
granted  to  the  Prior  and  his  successors  the  tithe  of  hay  in  Swaldalc,  which 
the  Prior  recovered  against  him  in  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  (foro)  together 
with  his  damages,  taxed  at  £9,  as  in  the  obligation  of  the  tenants  of  the  said 
lord  is  contained.  And  the  Prior  for  the  sake  of  peace  granted  to  Gilbert 
that,  full  possession  of  the  tithe  being  first  obtained,  Gilbert  might  for  his 
life  hold  the  tithe-hay  from  the  Prior  and  Convent,  the  price  being  taxed 
for  the  taxed  value,  the  fifth  penny  being  remitted,  unless  in  the  hope  o( 
a  better  feeling  (sub  spe  %ratie  melioris)  between  the  parties,  it  should  be 
otherwise  agreed  ;  so  that,  possession  of  the  said  tithe  being  obtained,  and 
the  writing  respecting  the  said  twenty  pounds3  being  delivered,  the  tenants 
of  the  lord,  under  sentence  of  excommunication  by  reason  of  the  said  tithe, 
be  altogether  absolved.

191)  that  the  said  lord  G.  de  Gaunt  and  his 
heirs  may  have  and  hold  his  wood  in  Swaldale  and  his  free  park,  together 
with  attachment  of  vert  (virid')  and  right  of  hunting,  with  all  waifs  and 
escapes  of  outside  animals  and  fines  (emend')  to  be  taken  as  freely  and 
fully  as  the  said  lord  and  his  successors  (succ)  were  accustomed  before  the 
said  day  of  S4  Botulph.

MEMORANDUM,2  that  the  whole  valley  of  Swaledale  was  formerly 
wholly  the  lord  de  Gaunt's,  in  which  valley  are  two  vills,  namely, 
the  vill  of  Grenton,  where  the  parish  Church  is  situate,  on  one 
side  of  the  water  of  Swale,  flowing  through  the  middle  of  the  valley  equally, 
and  the  vill  of  Ryth  on  the  other  side,  neither  vill  having  common.  At  any 
time  of  the  year  the  Prior  of  Brydelington  has  the  said  Church  with  the  vill 
of  Grenton  as  glebe  of  the  Church,  by  the  gift  of  the  said  lord  de  Gaunt, 
with  the  moors,  wastes,  and  a  large  pasture  adjacent,  in  severalty,  distinguished 
by  certain  bounds  and  metes,  such  pasture  being  so  clean  and  healthy  that 
sheep  there  will  always  be  free  from  scab,  where  dwell  certain  woodmen 
tenants  of  the  Prior,  which  pasture  is  called  Wy'tasyde,  which  is  portion 
and  member  of  the  said  vill  of  Grenton,  so  that  Grenton  with  this  member 
is  one  vill  and  answers  for  one  vill  in  all  ro3ral  actions,  and  the  remaining 
part  of  all  the  valley  of  Swaledale  belongs  to  the  said  vill  of  Ryth,  which  vill 
ix'longs  to  the  heirs  of  the  said  lord  of  Gaunt,  of  whose  vill  of  Grenton  with 
the  appurt.  the  said  Prior  is  lord,  taking  all  and  singular  the  profits,  etc., 
from  time  immemorial,  within  the  metes  and  bounds  of  which  vill  neither  the 
lord  of  Gaunt  nor  his  tenants  have  common  for  any  animals.  Nevertheless, 
formerly  owing  to  the  envy  of  those  living  near  there  was  dispute  between 
(he  lord  of  Gaunt  and  the  said  Prior  respecting  the  ownership  of  the  soil, 
moor,  and  pasture  of  Grenton  and  Wy'thasyde,  whence  it  was  found  by 
inquisition  and  assize  that  the  soil  of  each  is  of  one  and  the  same  gift  of  the 
lord  of  Gaunt,  and  is  the  Prior's  ;  from  which  time  the  Prior  peaceably 
possessed  all  the  said  tenements,  until  now  that  the  lord  of  Mawlay  damages 
the  Prior  by  hindering  him  from  approving  the  wastes  of  his  soil  aforesaid. 
Which  lord  of  Mawlay,  in  the  lifetime  of  Elena  de  Furnyvalle,  has  nothing 
in  Swaledale  except  an  undivided  moiety  of  the  hunting  only.  But  among 
other  things  there  is  a  great  error  by  which  the  judgment  of  the  said  lords 
of  Swaledale  and  many  others  imperfectly  understanding  the  right  of  the 
Prior,  is  disturbed,  namely,  that  all  the  valley  of  Swaledale  was  formerly

and  pasture  of  the  same  lord  de  Gaunt,  and  so  was  the  said  separate  pasture 
of  the  said  Prior  in  Wytasyde  divided  into  three  parts,  and  distinguished 
by  certain  bounds  by  reason  of  the  said  hunting,  and  from  the  time  (Jo.  iqib)1 
of  that  division  foolish  (s(olidi)  men  improperly  denominated  the  purparty

so  made,  and  now  the  said  Juliana  being  dead  and  her  purparty  there  remain- 
ing undivided  between  the  said  lords  de  Mawlay  and  Gerdeston,  they  call 
all  that  purparty  in  common  of  the  said  lords  because  it  is  hitherto  undivided  ; 
nevertheless,  the  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  neither  in  the  soil  nor  several 
pasture  of  the  Abbot  of  Rievaulx  or  Prior  of  Brydelington  have  the  said 
lords  any  severalty  or  common  except  only  their  hunting  (uenacione). 

PRECEPT2  by  Edward  (III)  to  the  Treasurer  and  Chamberlains,  etc., 
to  send  the  record  of  an  assize  of  novel  disseisin  between  the  Prior 
of  Bridelyngt[on]  and  Gilbert  de  Gaunt  before  Nicholas  deStapilton 
and  his  fellows,  Justices  of  Assize  in  Yorkshire,  in  the  fifteenth  year  of  King 
Edward,  his  grandfather. 

Assize  at  York  before  Nicholas  de  Stapilton,  Simon  le  Constable,  E.  de 
Sutton,  and  J.  Lythegrennes,  Justices,  the  morrow  of  the  Epiphany,  15 
Edw.  (I). 

The  assize  comes  to  recognise  if  Gilbert  de  Gaunt  unjustly,  etc.,  disseised 
the  Prior  of  Bridlfington]  of  his  free  tenement  in  Rith',  after  the  first,  etc. 
Whence  he  complains  that  he  disseised  him  of  half  an  acre  of  pasture,  etc. 
And  Gilbert  comes  and  says  that  the  Prior  was  in  seisin  of  the  soil  of  the  said 
holding  as  of  his  free  tenement  ;  and  he  .says  that  anciently  his  ancestors 
granted  to  the  Prior's  predecessors  separate  pasture  in  the  said  places  for 
their  own  animals  only,  so  that  attachments  and  impoundings  should  remain 
to  his  said  ancestors  and  their  heirs,  and  that  those  ancestors  and  heirs  might 
approve  by  buildings,  and  forges  to  make  iron  where  they  pleased  in  the 
wastes.  And  he  says  that  he  and  all  his  ancestors  from  the  time  of  that  grant 
always  used  these  liberties  and  took  peat  and  other  profits  from  the 
soil.  Moreover,  he  says  that  the  present  Prior,  for  himself  and  his  successors, 
granted  that  Gilbert  and  his  heirs  should  have  all  the  said  profits,  etc.,  as 
freely  as  he  and  his  ancestors  ever  had.

He  (William)  is  to  have  all  the 
collection  (manualem  elemosinam),  and  he  will  bear  all  Church  burdens 
except  the  aid  of  the  Archbishop,  of  which  when  it  occurs  he  is  only  to  pay 
a  third.  He  will  serve  the  Church  in  all  things  as  is  required  from  a  priest, 
and  similarly  the  Chapel  of  Briniston,  and  will  receive  the  Prior  with  his 
company  (cum  suo  Comitat')  in  the  Guest-house  (in  hospicio)  once  a  year. 
These  things  have  been  granted  to  him  as  long  as  he  shall  live  honestly 
and  bear  himself  faithfully  towards  the  Prior  and  Convent.  Test.,  Master 
Robert  de  Bridl[ington],  Richard  and  William,  chaplains,  Ernald  de  Marton, 
Ernald  de  Bucton. 

AN  Arrangement  between  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Bridel[ington]  of

Thomas  son  of  Matilda  and  William  his  brother  of  Wallesgraue,  which  moiety 
has  been  retained  by  him  (Dominic)  and  brother  Robert,  his  co-proctor, 
from  Easter,  1281,  to  the  date  of  these  presents.  If  sheep  or  any  other 
animals  of  whatever  parishioners  of  Scardeburg  shall  feed  in  the  parish  of 
Scalleby  for  half  the  year  and  shall  lie  elsewhere  (aliby  iacuerint],  henceforth 
the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Brid  [lington],  in  right  of  their  Church  of  Scalleby, 
shall  receive  half  the  tithes  of  such  sheep  or  animals,  and  if  for  less  time, 
tithes  for  that  proportion,  upon  the  oath  of  those  having  animals  there  and 
paying  the  tithes.

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AN  Agreement  made  on  Tuesday  before  the  beheading  of  S1  John  Baptist, 
1225,  between  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Brid[lingtonl  and  the 
Prior  and  Brethren  of  the  Hospital  of  Jerusalem  in  England,  namely 
that  the  Prior  of  the  Hospital  and  his  successors  shall  hold  all  lands  cultivated 
at  that  day  enclosed  with  wall,  fosse,  or  fence  (haya)  within  their  bounds 
of  Staynton  without  claim  of  the  Prior  and  Convent,  but  shall  not  henceforth 
cultivate  or  enclose  any  land  without  the  assent  of  the  Prior  and  Convent ;

and  hereafter  they  shall  fence  nothing  in,  in  their  pasture,  without  the  assent 
of  the  Prior  and  Convent.  It  shall  be  permitted  to  the  Prior  and  Convent 
in  each  third  year  to  remove  their  vaccary  to  a  suitable  place  if  they  wish, 
and  to  make  an  enclosure  (dausuram)  beside  it  for  enclosing  their  animals, 
so  that  the  vaccary  and  enclosure  may  contain  only  an  acre  of  land.

of  the  ancient  fence  (haye)  of  the  said  close,  extending  in  length  by  a  certain 
stream  (siketum)  towards  the  east  as  far  as  the  great  gill  (giletum)  called 
Staindikgrip,  and  in  width  from  the  said  small  stream  towards  the  south 
as  far  as  Haiburnebec  ;  so  that  they  may  enclose  such  addition  with  the 
ancient  close  in  any  way  they  like  ;  and  may  have  sufficient  fuel  (focalium) 
from  the  wood  of  Stainton  by  the  view  of  the  master  of  Stainton  or  his 
forester,  for  burning  in  the  said  vaccary,  so  that  it  be  not  maliciously  denied 
them,  and  thatch  of  fern  and  other  things  growing,  for  the  vaccary,  and  stone 
for  the  walls  of  the  close  and  vaccary.  And  they  may  have  all  their  animals 
pasturing  with  those  of  the  Prior  and  Brethren  within  the  bounds  of  Stainton, 
in  Dernecliue  and  elsewhere  outside  the  enclosures,  as  they  had  before.

202)  Scalleby,  and  all  other  men  who  have 
their  own  and  fixed  domicile  or  cultivated  land  in  the  said  parish,  so  that 
they  who  shall  have  rented  any  cultivated  land  within  the  bounds  of  the 
parish  of  Scalleby  for  the  term  of  life  or  of  ten  years  and  upwards  shall 
pay  all  tithes  belonging  to  the  Church  of  Scalleby  ;  those  who  have  rented 
any  cultivated  land  for  a  less  term  shall  give  tithes  of  sheaves  and  animals 
if  they  have  any  in  pasture  and  shall  be  quit  of  other  tithes.  Mutual  seals 
to  the  different  parts  of  this  deed,  in  witness.

IN  the  year  1231,  the  day  of  S*  Swithin,  before  Robert  de  Lisington,  and 
Master  Robert  de  Sergeslawe,  Justices  itinerant,1  then  at  Witeby, 
this  Agreement  was  made  between  Roger  then  Abbot  of  Witeby  and 
Thomas,  Prior  of  Brid[lington],  by  licence.  The  Prior  quitclaimed  all 
common  of  pasture  which  he  claimed  against  the  Abbot  in  Hakenesse, 
Silfhou,  Southfeld,  as  belonging  to  his  free  tenement  of  Scalleby,  Briniston, 
Clocton  ;  and  the  Abbot  granted  to  the  Prior  and  his  successors  common  of 
pasture  from  the  Prior's  vaccary  in  Haiburne  as  far  as  Kesebec  and  Hellewath 
for  fifty  cows  with  their  young  of  three  years,  so  that  they  may  feed  in  the 
said  pasture  without  custody  to  those  bounds  and  no  further ;  and  the  keeper 
may  not  follow  to  take  care  of  them,  but  he  may  enter  the  pasture  to  bring 
them  out,  and  if  they  are  feeding  with  a  keeper  the  Abbot  may  impound 
them.  Reserving  to  the  said  Abbot  the  lands  broken  up,  the  closes  and

meadows  made  before  the  date  of  this  agreement,  and  likewise  500  acres 
within  the  said  bounds  which  he  may  enclose  and  cultivate  to  his  profit, 
but  so  that  the  said  cows  have  free  ingress  and  egress  to  and  from  the  pasture. 
The  Prior  may  also  have  twenty  unbroken  mares  with  their  young  of  three 
years  to  pasture  within  and  beyond  the  said  bounds.  This  common  of  pasture 
the  Abbot  has  granted  to  the  Prior  and  his  successors  for  ever,  rendering 
yearly  to  the  Abbot  and  his  successors  a  pound  of  wax  and  a  pound  of  free 
incense  (liberi  incensi]  at  Witteby  on  the  day  of  S1  Hilda  in  autumn,  for  all 
service.  The  Abbot  is  to  have  full  liberty  to  essart,  break  up,  and  enclose 
in  all  the  pasture  from  the  said  bounds  of  Kesebec  and  Hellewath  to  Mirkesk 
and  Lithebec,  notwithstanding  the  common  which  the  Abbot  has  granted 
for  the  said  mares.

RECORD  of  a  suit  before  Robert  Belknap  and  his  fellows,  Justices, 
at  Westminster,  Hilary  Term,  50  Edw.  III. 

Ebor.  The  Abbot  of  Meaux  (Melsa)  was  summoned  to  answer  to 
the  Prior  of  Bridlyngton  of  a  plea  that  he  render  to  him  £8  155.  od., 
the  arrears  of  a  yearly  rent  of  seventy  shillings  owing,  etc.  The  Prior, 
by  William  Haldan,  his  attorney,  recites  the  foregoing  composition  respect- 
ing tithes  in  Otringham,2  and  produces  the  deed,  and  complains  that 
notwithstanding  the  said  deed  the  Abbot  has  not  for  *2\  years,  though 
repeatedly  applied  to,  paid  the  rent.  The  Abbot,  by  Thomas  de  Wilton, 
his  attorney,  says  that  after  the  former  deed  a  subsequent  deed  was  made 
by  which  the  present  Prior  and  Convent,  after  reciting  the  provisions  of  the 
previous  one,  granted  for  themselves  and  their  successors  that  while  the 
Abbot  and  Convent  hold  the  lands  and  tenements  in  question  conveyed  to 
them  by  Master  Richard  within  the  parish  of  Otringham,  in  demesne,  they 
shall  pay  the  said  rent  yearly,  but  if  they  should  demise  the  whole  for  term 
of  life  or  of  years,  then  for  so  long  as  the  tenements  are  in  the  hands  of  such 
tenants  the  Abbot  and  Convent  shall  be  quit  of  payment  of  the  said  rent,

this  condition,  that  the  said  knight  and  his  heirs  shall  have  a  priest  (sacerdotem) 
ministering  in  the  said  Chapel  whenever  they  will,  at  their  own  charges, 
who  shall  take  oath  to  observe  faith  and  reverence  to  the  mother  Church, 
so  that  the  oblations  and  obventions  and  legacies,  and  all  other  things 
by  common  law  belonging  to  the  said  Church  it  shall  receive  without  diminu-

said  lands  as  of  the  alleged  possession,  as  it  manifestly  appeared  by  their 
depositions  that  the  predecessors  of  the  said  vicar  had  been  in  continuous 
possession  of  the  third  part  of  the  tithe  coming  from  the  underwritten 
lands,  the  Prior  and  Convent  granted  to  the  said  vicar,  for  his  life,  the  tithes

waxscot  (ciragio),  except  the  tithes  of  four  cultures,  namely  Dychauwang, 
Stozitwang,  Hunt,  Hauhill,  on  either  side  of  the  road  from  Lund  to  Edenham, 
and  except  tithes  of  all  lands  of  the  demesne  lands  of  the  Canons  of  Bridelyng- 
ton which  they  have  in  the  parish  of  Wytham,  from  which  the  Vicar  of 
Wytham  shall  receive  nothing.  The  Vicar  shall  have  a  sufficient  house 
(mansum  competentem]  built,  and  a  toft  adjoining  thereto,  and  common  of 
pasture  of  the  vill  of  Wytham,  and  shall  bear  all  burdens  episcopal  and  archi- 
diaconal,  and  shall  cause  the  Chapel  of  Lund  to  be  ministered  in  on  Sundays 
through  the  year.  And  the  whole  Church  is  worth  twenty-four  marks  and 
the  Vicariate  eight  marks.

by  letters  dated  at  Rieti,  8th  Ides  of 2  in  the  5th  year,  to 

adjudge  on  a  complaint  by  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Bridel[ington]  that  the 
Abbot  and  Convent  of  Vaudey  and  certain  others  wronged  them  respecting 
tithes  of  lands,  etc.  After  long  litigation,  the  following  arrangement 
is  made,  after  inquisition  by  reliable  men,  lay  brothers  and  secular,  respecting 
certain  lands  of  the  monks  of  Vaudey  acquired  after  the  Council3  in  the  parish 
of  the  Church  of  Edenham,  such  lands  having  been  faithfully  measured  ; 
the  said  monks,  for  the  tithes  of  the  same  lands,  assigned  other  titheable 
land  (terram  decimalem)  to  the  said  Canons  in  two  places,  namely  in  Foxe- 
bergwe  and  Wigotroche,  namely  in  Foxebergh  at  Fraunkeleyn  Roche  the 
tithes  of  eleven  acres  and  one  perch  ;  also  in  Foxeb^h  the  tithes  of  two  acres 
and  a  perch  and  a  half  of  the  land  of  Hugh  the  reeve  (prepositi)  ;  and  upon 
Wigoteroche  the  tithes  of  seventeen  acres  and  half  a  perch,  namely  the 
tithes  of  all  the  land  which  they  have  upon  Wigoteroche  open  to  the  north 
of  the  same  culture  as  far  as  the  south  part  beside  (inxta)  Kirkegate,  and  also 
as  (fo.

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after  the  Council  by  the  said  monks  in  the  said  parish,  or  hereafter  to 
be  acquired,  they  shall  pay  tithes  of  sheaves  to  the  said  Church  for  ever, 
unless  by  consent  of  the  parties  it  shall  in  course  of  time  be  otherwise  ordained. 
There  being  excepted  all  their  newly-tilled  lands  (noualibus)  now  cultivated 
or  to  be  cultivated.  Moreover,  from  the  following  lands  acquired  before  the 
Council,  namely  from  nine  acres  and  a  rood  upon  Botewelhil,  and  from  nine 
selions  contained  in  the  arrangement  for  exchange  previously  made  between 
them,  according  to  the  tenor  thereof,  the  monks  shall  pay  tithes  of  sheaves 
to  the  said  Church.

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JUDGMENT  of  the  Abbot  of  S*  Mary's,  the  Subdean  and  the  Treasurer, 
York,  Commissioners  appointed  by  Pope  Gregory  [IX]  (by  letters  dated 
at  Anagni,  4th  Ides  October,  in  the  6th  year)  to  decide  upon  a  complaint 
by  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Brid[lington]  against  the  Prior  and  Convent 
of  Spalding  and  certain  others  of  the  dioceses  of  Linc[olnj  and  York,  respect- 
ing certain  tithes  and  possessions.  R.  de  Bodham,  clerk,  at  the  instance 
of  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Brid[lington],  was  summoned  before  the  Com- 
missioners upon  the  accusation  of  the  said  Prior  and  Convent  respecting 
the  third  part  of  the  small  tithes  and  tithes  of  sheaves  from  the  demesne 
of  R.  de  Huntingfeld,  kl,  in  the  territory  of  Suthorp,  which  (quani)  the  same

to  compel  observance  of  the  above  by  ecclesiastical  censure,  renouncing  all 
recourse  at  law,  etc.  Seals  of  the  Commissioners  in  witness. 

TO  all  faithful  of  Christ,  etc.,  the  Precentor,  Subdean,  and  Master  of 
the  Schools  of  Linc[oln],  greeting.  Whereas  there  was  a  dispute 
brought  before  us  (by  Apostolic  authority)  between  the  Prior  and 
Convent  (fo.  313)  of  Brid[lington]  and  the  Abbot  and  Convent  of  Westm[in- 
ster]  respecting  certain  tithes  of  sheaves  which  the  said  Abbot  and  Convent 
received  from  the  demesne  of  Suspir'  de  Bayoc'  at  Eylesthorp,  which  tithes  are 
within  the  bounds  of  the  parish  of  Edenham,  and  which  the  Prior  and 
Convent  claimed  to  belong  to  the  said  Church  ;  it  was  finally  agreed  as 
follows — that,  all  expenses  of  the  suit  being  remitted  on  either  side, 
the  Abbot  and  Convent  remitted  to  the  Prior  and  Convent  the  said  tithes 
at  perpetual  ferm,  reserving  nothing  in  them  or  in  other  tithes  from  the  said 
demesne,  for  six  shillings  of  lawful  sterling,  to  be  paid  yearly  to  the  Almoner 
of  Westminster  (Westmonast'}  within  three  weeks  of  Michaelmas  at  West 
minster,  under  penalty  of  double  payment  unless  the  messenger  of  the 
Prior  and  Convent  should  meet  with  such  hindrance  on  the  journey  (in 
itinere)  that  he  cannot  conveniently  observe  the  said  term,  in  which  case  the 
penalty  is  not  to  be  enforced,  but  the  ferm  is  to  be  paid  to  the  Almoner  as 
quickly  as  possible.  On  payment,  the  Almoner  is  to  give  the  bearer  of  the 
money  letters  of  acquittance  each  year.  The  Abbot  and  Convent  will 
warrant  the  tithes  to  the  Prior  and  Convent.  For  faithful  observance  of 
these  things  the  parties  have  subjected  themselves  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Precentor  and  Subdean  of  Lincfoln],  and  that  the  arrangement  may 
steadfastly  be  continued,  the  Commissioners'  seals  and  the  seals  of  the 
parties  are  hereto  affixed.  At  Linc[oln],  the  morrow  of  the  Octave  of 
Trinity,  1238. 

A  GREEMENT  in  settlement  of  a  dispute  which  had  often  arisen  between 
the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Bridpington],  Rectors  of  the  Church  of 
Edenham,  and  the  Rectors  of  the  Church  of  Iraham,  respecting 
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certain  tithes  of  sheaves  and  hay  from  a  part  of  the  territory  of  Boleby  ; 
four  mediators  of  the  parish  of  Irnham,  old  (senioribus)  and  measurers  of 
the  land,  being  elected  on  the  part  of  Master  Robert  Lutrel,  Rector  of  the 
church  of  Irnham,  and  four  others  of  the  parish  of  Edenham  by  Peter  de 
Langetoft,  brother  and  canon  of  Brid[lington],  and  Alan,  dean  of  Belteslaw, 
proctors  of  brother  G.,  Prior  of  Brid[lington]  and  the  Convent,  Sir  (domino) 
Joceus  de  Brunn',  k*,  also  attending  at  the  request  of  both  parties,  when  the 
following  friendly  arrangement  was  come  to  :  certain  (fo.  3i3b)  bounds 
(finibus)  were  placed  and  set  up  by  the  parties  and  the  aforesaid  men,  dividing 
the  spheres  for  tithes  (loca  decimarum)  of  the  Churches  of  Irnham  and  Eden- 
ham,  the  Rector  of  the  Church  of  Irnham  and  his  successors  to  retain  and 
possess  all  tithes  on  the  north  side  of  the  said  bounds  towards  the  field  of 
Boleby,  and  the  Rectors  of  the  Church  of  Edenham  similarly  to  retain  and 
possess  all  tithes  within  the  said  limits  towards  the  parish  of  Edenham, 
for  ever  ;  neither  side  to  go  beyond  the  said  bounds  in  receiving  tithes, 
except  that  the  Rectors  of  the  Church  of  Irnham  shall  altogether  receive 
and  possess  all  the  tithe  of  meadow  and  hay  from  Suthmadine  as  far  as 
the  meadow  of  Mayhe  de  Tasburhe,  and  not  beyond,  because  that  Church 
always  possessed  that  tithe.  And  lest  the  tithe-bounds  as  aforesaid  should 
be  forgotten,  their  positions  are  contained  in  this  schedule, — the  first  is 
placed  and  set  up  on  the  south  side  of  Sneyth,  and  extends  as  far  as  the 
western  head  of  a  selion  of  John  de  Langeton  upon  Dedfurlong  where  the 
second  bound  is  placed,  the  third  is  placed  at  the  western  head  of  the  land 
of  Dom.  Ralph  de  Senlowe  which  Thomas  Colyn  held,  the  fourth  is  placed 
at  the  eastern  head  of  Stodfeld  on  the  north  side  of  the  land  of  John  de 
Huntingfeld,  and  extends  by  a  certain  bound  (diuisam)  to  Prestwellefurlong, 
and  there  is  placed  the  fifth  [bound],  the  sixth  and  seventh  at  the  south 
head  of  Vueryunnam  of  Boleby,  the  eighth  and  ninth  on  the  north  side 
of  Prestsik,  the  tenth  at  the  western  head  of  Le  Neheryunam  beside  (iuxta) 
the  land  of  Geoffrey  Lechour,  and  extends  by  a  certain  bound  (diuisam) 
to  the  eastern  head  of  the  same  land,  where  is  placed  the  eleventh  on  the 
west  side  of  Madine,  the  twelfth  on  the  east  side  of  Madine,  and  on  the 
west  side  of  the  culture  of  Richard  de  Cotes  at  the  northern  head,  the  thir- 
teenth at  the  southern  head  of  the  land  of  Hugh  Bell,  the  fourteenth  at  the 
southern  head  of  Cotemanheuedes,  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  are  placed 
beside  (iuxta)  the  headland  (foreram]  of  William  Benet  on  the  north  side 
of  the  same,  the  seventeenth  at  the  western  head  of  the  culture  of  Richard 
de  Cotes  at  Heykedale,  the  eighteenth  is  placed  on  the  south  side  of  the 
land  of  the  same  culture,  and  extends  by  a  certain  bound  (diuisam}  as  far 
as  the  western  head  of  Le  Buskimor,  and  there  begins  the  nineteenth  and 
extends  by  that  bound  as  far  as  Dolywed,  where  all  the  said  bounds  end. 
In  order  that  this  agreement  may  remain  firm  for  ever,  the  said  Prior  and 
Convent  and  Master  Robert  Lutrel  will  obtain  as  quickly  as  possible  the 
confirmation  of  the  Bishop  [and]  Chapter  of  Linc[oln].  Seals  of  the  parties 
to  the  alternate  parts  of  this  chirograph  in  witness.  At  Brid[lington], 
3rd  of  the  Ides  of  November,  1282.

ICENCE  by  Hugh,  Prior,  and  the  Convent  of  Brid[lington],  to  Ernis 
de  Neuill,  to  have  a  chapel  in  his  Court  (curie)  at  Grimesthorp, 
but  so  that  the  chaplain  shall  administer  there  only,  to  Ernis,  his 
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family,  and  guests,  and  all  oblations  shall  go  to  the  grantors.  If  the  chaplain 
of  any  great  guest  (niagni  hospitis)  shall  celebrate  there  he  shall  have  a 
penny  (nit  m  mum)  of  the  oblation.  If  any  religious  man  staying  there  shall 
desire  to  celebrate,  he  may  do  so,  saving  always  the  right  of  the  mother 
(/<?.  314)  Church.  The  tithes  of  any  newly-tilled  lands  (novalium)  which 
Ernis  has  made  or  may  make  in  the  parish  are  to  be  paid  to  the  church  of 
Edenham,  whose  rights  Ernis  is  in  no  way  to  diminish  by  reason  of  the  chapel, 
and  chaplains  serving  there  are  to  take  oath  to  observe  this  agreement, 
before  commencing  their  ministry.  Ernis  is  to  obtain  the  licence  of  the 
Bishop  of  Linc[oln]  for  celebrating  there,  and  provide  a  chaplain  and  all 
things  necessary,  and  he  and  his  family  and  his  guests  (if  any)  are  to  attend 
the  Church  of  Edenham  at  five  feasts  yearly,  namely,  Christmas  day,  the 
Purification,  Easter,  Whitsuntide,  and  Michaelmas.  Test.,  Richard,  chaplain 
of  Attingwyke,  Walter  the  clerk  of  Ernis,  Philip  Escrop,  Malger  de  Ricton,

A  RRANGEMENT  made  in  1224  before  the  Abbot  of  Bardenay,  and  the 
f\_  Precentor  and  Chancellor  of  Linc[oln],  Commissioners  appointed  by 
Pope  Honorius  [III]  (by  letters  dated  from  the  Lateran,  2nd  Ides  April, 
in  the  7th  year)  to  adjudicate  on  a  complaint  by  Robert  de  Amundeuill,  k*, 
that  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Bridpington],  who  are  bound  to  celebrate 
thrice  weekly  in  the  Chapel  of  his  manor  of  Scotelthorp,  refuse  at  their 
arbitrary  pleasure  to  do  so,  though  they  receive  the  issues  (proventus)  of  the 
Chapel  specially  assigned  for  this.  It  was  thus  arranged  before  the  Com- 
missioners,— the  Prior  and  Convent  granted  to  Robert  that  mass  only,  and  no 
further  service,  be  celebrated  in  the  Chapel  of  S*  Nicholas  of  Scotelthorp 
by  a  chaplain  of  Edenham  daily  except  on  Sunday.  If  such  chaplain 
be  prevented  from  celebrating,  by  prohibition  of  the  Bishop  or  Archdeacon, 
or  illness,  or  any  other  cause  not  malicious  or  intentional,  the  lord  of  Scotel- 
thorp for  the  time  being  and  his  men  (fo.  3i4b)  of  the  vill  shall  patiently 
and  without  claim  bear  it,  and  in  such  case  the  Canons  shall  make  provision 
for  the  chantry  as  soon  as  possible,  without  guile.  Moreover,  at  Christmas, 
the  Purification,  Easter,  Whitsuntide,  the  feast  of  All  Saints,  and  other  feasts 
of  the  Church  of  Edenham,  and  on  all  Sundays,  the  men  of  Scotelthorp 
shall  repair  to  the  mother  Church  of  Edenham  to  satisfy  it  for  offerings 
and  all  things  belonging  to  it,  so  that  by  reason  of  the  Chantry  in  the  said 
Chapel  the  Church  of  Edenham  shall  sustain  no  injury  or  loss,  but  shall 
receive  fully  from  the  parishioners  whatever  of  right  it  ought.  The  Chaplain 
celebrating  shall  furnish  bread  and  wine  for  the  sacrament  of  the  mass,  but 
the  said  R[obert]  and  his  successors  or  the  men  of  Scotelthorp  shall  provide 
all  other  things  necessary  for  the  said  Chapel  and  the  office  granted  there. 
Moreover,  the  said  R[obert]  and  the  men  of  Scotelthorp  have  granted  to 
the  said  Canons,  in  pure  and  perpetual  alms,  thirteen  acres  of  land  in  the 
parish  of  Edenham,  in  addition  to  the  lands  which  long  ago  (pridem)  were 
granted  to  the  Canons  by  their  ancestors.  In  testimony,  the  seals  of  the 
Commissioners  and  of  the  parties  are  affixed  to  this  deed.  It  is  to  be  remem- 
bered likewise  that  either  party  subjected  itself  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Commissioners  and  their  successors  to  compel  observance  of  this  agreement, 
all  appeal  being  waived. 
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TO  all,  etc.,  Roger  de  Huntingfeld,  greeting.     The  Lord  Prior  and  the 
Convent  of  Brid{lington]  at  my  request  have  granted  me  a  Chantry 
in  my  Chapel  of  Suthorp,  by  my  own  chaplain,  for  five  weeks  in  the 
year  1225,  from  the  day  of  S*  Edmund  to  the  following  Christmas.     And  I 
have  sworn  for  myself  and  my  heirs  that  I  will  never,  by  reason  of  this  per- 
mission, raise  any  question  against  the  Prior  and  Convent  respecting  the  said 
Chantry,  unless  of  their  goodwill  it  shah1  be  granted  to  me.     If  it  shall  happen 
that  I  or  my  wife  be  staying  there  at  Christmas,  we  are  to  have  the  Chantry 
until  Twelfth  Day,  saving  always  the  security  of  the  mother  Church  of 
Edenham.

JUDGMENT  of  R.  Abbot  of  Seleby  and  H.  Treasurer  of  York,  Com- 
missioners appointed  (together  with  the  Abbot  of  Rievaulx)  by  Pope 
Innocent  [III]  (by  letters  dated  at  the  Lateran,  2nd  Nones  June,  in 
the  4th  year),  to  decide  a  dispute  between  the  Prior  and  Canons  of  Bridelingt 
[on]  and  R.  de  Huntingfeld,  respecting  the  Chantry  of  the  Chapel  of  Suthorp. 
(Fo.    315.)     The    Commissioners    prohibit    henceforth   celebration   in    the 
said  Chapel  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  Prior  and  Convent,  and  award 
them  damages  against  the  said  R.  to  the  extent  of  ten  marks  of  silver.    Seals 
of  the  Commissioners. 

A   CKNOWLEDGMENT2  by  John  de  Neuil,  lord  of  Grimesthorp,  a  parish- 
j^\_      ioner  of  the  Church  of  Edenham  (which  the  Prior  and  Convent 

of  Bridel[ington]  possess),  that  he  and  his  heirs  are  bound  to  pay 
to  them  the  true  and  just  tithe  of  the  multure  of  his  windmill  situate  within 
the  bounds  of  the  parish  of  Edenham.  He  also  grants  to  them  free  entry 
and  exit  for  collecting  and  carrying  their  tithe  arising  from  a  certain  place 
called  Northstoking,  without  hindrance,  in  future.  He  also,  of  his  own 
accord,  undertakes  to  pay  and  deliver  to  the  said  Religious  the  true  and  just 
tithe  arising  from  his  woods  within  tbe  parish  of  Edenham,  and  that  he  will 
not  henceforward  demand  from  their  proctor  or  servants  at  Edenham  money 
for  the  use  of  the  collectors  (collectorum)  of  his  corn  or  hay.

shall  hold  the  said  Church  so  long  as  he  remains  in  secular  habit  (quam  din 
in  habitu  seculari  vixerit),  paying  yearly  to  the  Prior  (fo.  3i6b)  and  Canons 
of  Brid[lington]  three  marks  of  silver  in  the  name  of  the  Church,  and  he  shall 
bear  all  episcopal  burdens.  If  the  Church  shall  be  rededicated,  the  Prior 
and  Canons  shall  give  William  three  marks,  and  shall  have  half  of  the  oblation 
on  the  occasion  of  the  rededication  of  the  same.

CONFIRMATION  by  the  Chapter  of  S*  Peter's,  York,  of  the  liberty 
and  quittance  which  the  venerable  Archbishop  Thomas  the  younger 
granted  to  the  Church  of  S*  Mary  of  Bridelington.     This  also  his 
successor  Thurstin  granted  and  confirmed  by  his  letters,  and  gave  the  Church 
of  Basingby,  which  he  dedicated  to  the  said  Church  with  the  same  liberty, 
namely,  free  and  quit  of  synodals  and  visitation  fees  (circadis)  and  all  pecuni- 
ary custom. 

^vRDINATION  by  brother  G.,  Prior  of  Bridelingt[on],  and  the  Convent, 
\_J  with  the  assent  of  Master  Thomas  Passelewe,  Archdeacon  of  Rich- 
mond, of  a  perpetual  vicarage  in  their  Church  of  Grenton,  in  Swaldale, 
in  this  form,— that  the  vicars  at  all  times  to  be  instituted  to  the  said  Church 
by  the  Prior  and  Convent  for  the  time  being  shall  receive  the  following 
portions,  namely,  of  sheaves2  from  Thorp wath  as  far  as  Arkelgarth,  also  the 
tithe  of  sheaves  from  Scotland,  reserving  to  the  present  grantors  all  other 
tithes  of  sheaves  from  the  parish.  Moreover,  the  vicars  shall  receive  all 
altarage  of  the  Church,  with  all  the  tithe  of  hay  of  the  whole  parish  within 
Bernolfbec  and  Hauerdalbek,  except  the  tithe  of  hay  belonging  to  the 
grantors'3  manor  of  Grenton  and  to  their  vicarages  in  the  valley  of  Swaldal', 
and  except  all  tithes,  great  or  small,  belonging  to  the  same  manor,  and  except 
the  tithes  of  wool  and  lambs  of  the  said  parish,  whether  they  may  be  received 
in  wool,  lambs,  money,  or  otherwise,  and  except  the  tithes  of  foals  and  calves 
of  the  parish,  whether  receivable  in  foals,  calves,  money,  or  otherwise  ;  which 
tithes  of  wool,  lambs,  foals,  and  calves  shall  be  wholly  reserved  to  the  use 
of  the  grantors  for  ever.  And  excepting  half  of  all  mortuaries  as  well  of 
principal  nv:.  tuaries  as  of  the  portions  of  mortuaries  which  after  the  principal 
mortuary  are  due  to  the  said  Church  from  the  goods  of  deceased  persons, 
according  to  the  custom  of  the  country.  Likewise  they  have  assigned  to  the 
vicars  a  toft  in  the  vill  of  Grenton  and  two  acres  of  arable  land  in  the  field 
of  the  same  vill,  which  toft  and  land  Walter  de  Withay  sometime  held, 
saving  to  them  specially  their  severalties,  so  that  the  vicars  shall  always 
be  excluded  from  such  severalties,  and  shall  not  be  able  to  claim  common 
therein.  The  vicars  shall  continuously  remain  (residebunt)  in  the  said  Church 
of  Grenton,  and  shall  honestly  serve  in  it  in  proper  person,  and  shall  bear 
all  ordinary  burdens  of  the  said  Church,  providing  all  things  necessary 
for  celebrating  divine  offices.  (Fo.  322''.)  Moreover,  if  the  chancel  of  the 
Church  is  in  danger  of  becoming,  or  has  become,  ruinous,  the  vicar  shall 
cause  it  to  be  repaired  at  his  own  charges.  And  if  it  shall  happen  hereafter 
that  any  tithes  beyond  the  above  may  be  obtained  in  right  of  the  Church, 
two  parts  are  to  belong  to  the  grantors,  and  one  part  to  the  vicar.  And

Henceforth 
Adam  and  his  successors  shall  be  content  with  the  third  part  of  the  oblations, 
offerings,  tithes  of  sheaves,  hay,  wool,  lambs,  calves,  foals,  kids,  goods  of 
deceased  persons  and  all  other  things  coming  to  the  said  Church,  with  a  toft 
and  two  acres  of  land  with  the  appurt.  which  Walter  Wythay  sometime  held. 
Adam  and  his  successors  to  have  no  right  or  common  in  the  pastures  or 
severalties  of  the  said  Religious,  to  whom  are  also  reserved  all  tithes  of  hay, 
sheaves,  and  fruits,  with  the  issues  and  produce  of  all  their  animals,  and  all 
other  things  arising  in  their  manors,  vaccaries,  sheepfolds,  and  other  places 
in  the  said  parish,  of  payment  of  which  tithes  they  shall  be  free  for  ever, 
together  with  the  tithes  of  sheaves  and  hay  of  Grenton  and  Rithe,  which  are 
reserved  to  them  for  ever.  Adam  and  his  successors  in  the  Church  shall, 
as  becomes  them,  honestly  serve  it,  and  shall  bear  all  ordinary  burdens 
due  and  accustomed,  finding  all  things  necessary  for  celebration,  and  for 
extraordinary  matters  they  shall  answer  for  the  third  part.  They  shall  also 
keep  the  chancel  in  repair  at  their  own  cost.

ON  Tuesday  after  the  feast  of  S*  Matthias,  1238,  the  Prior  and  Convent 
of  Brid[lingtonj,  by  brother  J.,  a  Canon,  their  proctor,  appeared 
before  Master  Robert  de  Cadenye,  official,  and  Master  Simon  Con- 
stable, vicegerents  of  the  lord  [Bishop]  of  Linc[oln],  and  exhibited  a  Priyilege 
of  Pope  Clement  III  and  Celestine  his  successor,  containing  these  words  : 
"  We  decree  that  in  those  Churches  in  which  after  you  obtained  them  up 
to  the  present  you  have  appointed  neither  parsons  nor  vicars,  when  they  are 
specially  assigned  for  your  garments  and  victuals,  it  is  permitted  to  you 
to  minister  in  them  by  your  chaplains  and  clerks,  and  we  inhibit  anyone,  by 
apostolic  authority,  from  compelling  you  henceforward  to  institute  parsons 
or  vicars  in  those  Churches."  And  when  the  said  Proctor  had  proved  by 
witnesses  beyond  doubt  that  long  before  the  judgment  of  the  said  privilege 
and  continuously  after,  the  Prior  and  Convent  were  in  peaceable  possession 
of  the  Churches  of  Edenham  and  Bamburg,  ministering  in  them  by  their 
chaplains,  whom  they  removed  at  pleasure,  presenting  no  vicar  to  the  Bishop 
of  Linc[oln]  or  the  Archdeacon,  and  that  the  Chamberlain  of  Brid[lington] 
for  the  time  being,  from  the  proceeds  of  the  said  Churches  assigned  for  this, 
had  regularly  provided  and  provides  vestments  for  the  Canons,  it  was  finally 
pronounced  by  the  said  vicegerents  that  they  enjoy  the  same  possession  as 
hitherto. 

CERTIFICATE  by  Robert  de  Hard',  Vicearchdeacon  of  Linc[oln], 
to  the  effect  that  when  he  was  acting  for  the  Archdeacon  in  the  Church 
of  Linc[oln]  he  found  the  Canons  of  Bridjlington]  in  possession  of 
the  Church  of  Bamburg  in  its  full  integrity,  but  because  some  question  had 
been  raised  respecting  certain  portions  of  the  said  Church,  he  required  them 
to  prove  their  right ;  on  the  day  appointed,  the  holy  gospels  being  brought 
forward,  many  priests  and  other  sufficient  persons  took  oath  that  the  said 
Canons  from  the  time  when  they  obtained  the  Church  had  possessed  it  wholly 
(cum  omni  integritate) ,  receiving  therefrom  all  proceeds  and  obventions. 
without  diminution,  installing  there  and  removing  Chaplains  at  their  pleasure. 
He  (Robert)  therefore,  recognising  their  right  on  full  proof,  adjudged  them 
to  go  in  peace  with  peaceable  possession,  saving  the  dignity  of  the  Church 
of  Linc[oln].  Test.,  Ralph,  Abbot  of  Tupeholm,  Lambert,  Prior  of  Kime, 
Master  Alexander  the  priest  (sacerdote),  and  Master  Alexander  Melebisse 
and  Roger  son  of  William,  Canons  of  the  Church  of  Linc[ohi],  Roger,  Canon 
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of  Kime,  William  the  chaplain  of  Burrache,  Robert  the  chaplain  of  Marum, 
Hugh  the  dean  of  St'tton,  Ivo  and  William,  chaplains  of  Bamburg,  Thorald 
the  clerk  of  Edelington,  Hugh  the  clerk  of  Scamelesby,  Baldwin  the  chaplain 
of  S*  Peter's,  Ralph  the  chaplain  of  Hosberneby.1

PROTECTION2  by  Pope  Eugenius  [III]  and  confirmation  of  possessions, 
viz.,  the  Church  of  Fiuele,  the  Church  of  Willardeby,  the  Church  of 
Galmatona,  the  Church  of  Edenham,  the  Church  of  Witham,  the  Church 
of  Wicheforda,  the  Church  of  Baemburg,  the  Church  of  Swaladala,  and  what- 
ever they  have  in  the  Church  of  ( fo.  324")  Suthferiby,  the  Church  of  Bouinton, 
the  Church  of  Attingwik,  the  Church  of  Sprotleya,  and  the  Church  of  Otring- 
ham,  the  Church  of  Flainesburg,  the  Church  of  Couton,  the  Church  of  Home- 
cast11  and  the  Church  of  Ascaby,  the  Church  of  Ticintona,  the  Church  of  the 
other  (altera)  Ticintona,  and  the  Church  of  Maringa,  the  Church  of  Anderby, 
the  Church  of  Moteby,  the  Church  of  Maro,8  the  Church  of  Scalleby,  with  their 
appurt.;  a  carucate  and  a  half  of  land  in  Estona,  half  [a  carucate]  in  Hilder- 
thorpe  of  the  gift  of  Henry  the  King ;  in  Brellintona  fourteen  carucates ; 
in  Basingby  one  carucate  and  two  bovates  ;  in  Estona  two  bovates ;  in 
Grenda  four  bovates  ;  in  Bucatona  four  bovates  ;  in  Richtona  four  bovates  ;

PROTECTION  by  Pope  Celestine  III1  and  confirmation  of  possessions, 
viz.,  the  Churches  of  Flaynburg,  Fiuelay,  Scalleby,  Willardby,  Galme- 
ton,  Couton,  Swaldal',  Bouington,  Kernetby,  Attingwik,  Sprotlay, 
Otringham,  Gousle  in  Lindesey,  half  the  Church  of  Suthferiby,  the  Churches 
of  Eston,  Hamburg,  Edenham,  Witham,  Wicheford,  and  Elkesdon,  with 
their  appurt.  When  there  shall  be  a  general  interdict,  it  is  permitted  to 
them  (the  Canons)  to  celebrate  divine  offices  in  a  low  voice  (suppressa  voce), 
doors  being  closed,  persons  excommunicate  and  interdicted  being  excluded, 
bells  not  being  rung.  Prohibition  against  anyone  committing  violence  or 
rapine  within  the  enclosure  (clausuram)  of  their  places  or  granges,  or  robbing, 
firing,  seizing  or  killing  men  ;  if  anyone  transgresses  this,  let  him  be  excom- 
municate. (Fo.  325.)  Privilege  for  a  Prior  duly  elected,  if  the  Archbishop 
of  York  (or  if  that  see  is  vacant,  the  Chapter  of  York)  should  refuse  to  admit 
him  or  defer  confirmation,  to  exercise  the  office,  pending  the  judgment  of 
the  Pope.  Prohibition,  on  the  death  of  any  incumbent  appointed  to  one  of 
their  Churches,  against  the  Archbishop  or  his  officials  taking  the  keys  from 
the  Canons  or  extorting  temporal  goods.  Prohibition  against  the  Archbishop, 
the  Archdeacon,  or  their  officials,  pronouncing  sentence  of  excommunication 
against  the  Prior  or  Canons  or  their  clerks,  or  of  interdict  against  their 
Churches,  Chapels,  or  parishioners,  without  lawful  order ;  if  anyone  shall 
do  so  the  decree  is  not  to  hold  good  (non  tenere).  Prohibition  against  granting 
Churches  or  ecclesiastical  benefices  to  unfit  persons  on  unfavourable  terms 
at  the  desire  of  great  men.  Prohibition  against  Archbishops  and  other  ecclesi- 
astics demanding  levies  (tallias)  or  undue  exactions  from  their  chaplains  and 
clerks.  In  the  case  of  vacancies  in  their  Churches,  they  may  institute  two  or 
more  of  their  Canons,  one  of  whom  shall  be  presented  to  the  Diocesan  Bishop, 
to  whom  he  may  answer  as  to  spirituals  ana  to  the  Canons  as  to  temporalities, 
and  as  to  the  rules  of  their  Order.  Power  to  grant  custody  of  Churches  to 
laymen.  Grants  of  property  of  the  Church  to  be  revoked.  Clerks  of  the 
brethren  who  have  departed  from  the  fealty  due  to  the  Prior  and  Chapter, 
or  have  borne  themselves  faithlessly  or  dishonestly,  are  without  appeal 
to  be  removed  from  their  Churches  by  the  Diocesan  upon  application,  and 
free  faculty  of  replacing  them  by  others  more  faithful  is  given  to  the  Canons. 
No  tithes  to  be  required  from  them  from  lands  newly  tilled  (noualium), 
demesnes  cultivated  by  the  Canons  or  at  their  charges,  or  of  the  fodder  of 
their  animals,  or  fruits  of  orchards  and  gardens.  No  tithes  to  be  exacted 
from  fishermen,  their  parishioners ;  the  Bishop  or  Archdeacon  to  exercise 
canonical  justice  against  any  offending  against  this,  when  required.  More- 
over, it  is  decreed  that  in  Churches2  in  which  from  the  time  the  Canons  ob- 
tained them  up  to  the  present  they  have  appointed  neither  parsons  nor 
vicars,  when  (fo.  325b)  such  Churches  were  specially  assigned  for  their 
clothing  or  victuals,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  minister  by  their  chaplains 
or  clerks,  and  no  one  may  compel  them  to  institute  parsons  or  vicars  in  such 
Churches.  Prohibition  against  any  Archbishop,  Bishop,  Archdeacon,  or

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any  of  their  officials  or  any  person  compelling  them  to  give  or  do  anything 
against  the  tenor  of  Apostolic  privileges  to  them,  by  any  severity  (dis- 
iriccione]  ;  and  it  is  permitted  to  them  to  receive  to  the  monastic  life  (ad 
conversionem)  any  clerks  or  laymen  retiring  from  the  world  (fugiente-s  a 
seculo]  and  to  retain  them.  No  one  may  demand  from  them  anything  for 
consecrated  oil,  for  ordination  of  clerks  or  admittance  of  a  Prior,  or  other 
ecclesiastical  sacraments.  Burial  at  that  place  (sepulturam  ipsius  loci) 
to  be  free.  No  person,  ecclesiastic  or  lay,  may  institute  any  monastery  of 
monks,  canons,  nuns,  or  chapels,  altars,  or  churchyards  within  the  bounds 
of  their  parishes  without  their  consent  and  the  Bishop's,  saving  Papal  privilege 
Regulation  as  to  elections  of  new  Priors  as  in  the  Protection  by  Pope  Eugenius 
page  435  ante,  with  similar  general  prohibition  against  disturbance,  penalty 
for  disobeying  this,  and  blessing  to  those  preserving  the  rights  of  the  Church.

or  rights.  The  Bishop  must  admit  to  benetices  on  their  presentation,  and 
protect  the  presentees  when  admitted.

TO  his  venerable  brethren  the  Archbishops  and  Bishops,  and  his  beloved 
sons  the  Archdeacons,  Deans,  and  Officials,  of  York,  in  whose 
parishes  the  Canons  of  Brid[lington]  possess  Churches  ;  the  Prior 
and  Canons  have  complained  that  lately  the  Archdeacon  of  Richemund, 
in  making  a  visitation  of  his  Archdeaconry,  came  to  a  Church  of  theirs  with 
ninety-seven  horses,  twenty-one  dogs,  and  three  hawks  (ambus  venatoriis), 
consuming  in  a  short  space  (hora  breui)  as  much  as  would  have  sufficed  for 
the  whole  household  (totifamilie}  for  a  long  time  ;  the  Pope  strictly  commands 
them  that  in  making  visitations  nothing  more  is  to  be  exacted  than  the 
statutes  of  the  Lateran  Council  permit ;  if  anyone  has  pronounced  sentence 
against  clerks  or  Churches  on  account  of  this,  we  decree  it  to  be  of  no  effect. 

ALEXANDER   III. 

A  LEXANDER  the  bishop,  etc.1  Exhortation  that  the  brethren  show 
filial  obedience,  reverence,  and  honour  to  the  Prior  and  his  successors 
in  all  things.  Regulations  for  restraining  unnecessary  appeals  ; 
if  any  brother  in  the  Chapter  of  the  Church  of  Brid[lington]  suddenly  and 
indiscreetly  brings  the  Prior  or  any  of  his  successors  into  appeal,  it  is  invalid 
unless  sanctioned  by  the  greater  and  wiser  (sanior)  part  of  the  Congregation  ; 
if  they  give  assent  to  the  appeal,  then  let  the  matter  be  frequently  discussed 
(ventiletur),  so  that  if  possible  what  has  arisen  among  the  brethren  may  be 
settled  by  them  ;  if  this  fails,  let  two  or  three  of  the  Order,  from  neighbouring 
houses,  men  of  approved  religion  and  serviceable  discretion,  (  fo.  327)  by  the 
assent  of  either  side  be  brought  together  that  by  their  mediation  the  dispute 
may  be  arranged ;  if  this  fails,  appeal  may  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  and 
finally,  if  necessary,  to  the  Apostolic  See.  The  Prior  and  his  successors 
to  have  power  to  appoint  any  officials  or  ministers  in  the  Church  or  any  of 
the  houses  and  manors  thereto  belonging,  and  to  remove  those  appointed 
if  found  negligent  or  criminal,  and  to  dispose  matters  and  possessions,  movable 
or  immovable,  fittingly,  and  to  collect  rents  according  to  the  custom  of  the 
Church,  by  honest  and  fit  persons.2

LETTERS  of  Pope  Boniface  [VIII]  to  the  Prior  and  Convent.  (Fo.  33ob.) 
Your  petition  lately  shown  to  us  contained  that  our  predecessor, 
Clement  III  of  happy  memory,  conveyed  to  you  to  your  own  uses 
the  parish  Church  of  Gousel  in  Lindesya,  Lincoln  diocese,  in  which  you 
and  no  other  are  known  to  possess  the  right  of  patronage,  and  afterwards 
our  predecessor,  Celestinus  III  of  pious  memory,  confirmed  this  concession, 
with  the  consent  of  Hugh  and  Robert,  bishops,  of  good  memory,  and  of  the 
Chapter  of  Lincoln  at  various  times,  and  for  many  years  you  held  the  Church 
according  to  the  form  of  this  grant  ;  but  afterwards  a  certain  Prior  of  the 
said  Monastery  led  by  carnal  affection  fraudulently  induced  you  to  present 
a  certain  clerk,  his  relative,  to  the  said  Church,  whom,  at  the  instance  of  the 
said  Prior,  the  then  Bishop  of  Lincoln  instituted  to  the  rectoriate,  and  so  you, 
the  Prior  and  Convent,  on  the  compulsion  of  the  Diocesan  present  secular 
clerks  to  the  Church,  to  this  time.  But  since  by  the  frequent  concourse  of 
poor  and  of  guests  you  are  obliged  to  support  great  expenses,  and  are  heavily 
burdened  with  debt  (alieno  ere),  and  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  monastery 
through  the  evil  of  the  time  are  largely  reduced,  lest  you  should  be  obliged 
to  desist  from  such  works  of  piety,  we,  of  our  special  grace  inclining  to  your 
supplications,  grant  the  said  Church  of  Gousel',  with  all  its  rights  and  appurt ., 
to  you  and  your  successors  and  to  your  said  monastery,  to  be  applied  to  your 
proper  uses  ;  so  that  on  the  retirement  or  death  of  the  present  rector,  or  the 
Church  being  vacant  from  any  cause,  you  may  enter  upon  and  hold  it,  without 
seeking  the  consent  of  the  Diocesan  or  any  other,  and  cause  it  to  be  served 
by  hired  chaplains  and  secular  clerks.  At  the  Lateran,  6th  Cal.  November, 
the  7th  year  of  the  Pontificate.

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JOHN,1  Bishop  of  Linc[oln],  to  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Brid[lington], 
Patrons  of  the  Parish  Church  of  Gousl'  of  our  diocese.  We  have 
inspected  the  letters  of  Pope  Benedict  XI  to  you  relating  to  the  appro- 
priation (fo.  332)  of  the  said  Church,  of  the  following  tenor.  (The  letters 
recited  in  full — the  last  document  but  one  ante.}  The  Bishop  confirms 
the  said  letters  as  much  as  belongs  to  him,  granting  to  the  Prior  and  Convent 
that  they  may  retain  the  said  Church,  with  all  its  rights,  profits,  and  appurt., 
without  disturbance  by  him  or  his  successors  ;  excepting  a  perpetual  vicarage 
which  with  their  consent  he  has  appointed  in  the  said  Church  as  follows  : 
the  Vicar  for  the  time  being  to  have  all  their  house  (mansum  vestrum)  in  the 
vill  of  Gousle,  which  is  commonly  called  "  the  house  of  the  Prior  of  Bridel 
[ington]  "  ;  what  is  necessary  and  wanting  in  buildings  to  be  erected  at  their 
(the  Convent's)  expense  this  time  ;  if  it  shall  happen  that  the  house  is  taken 
from  the  vicar,  he  shall  have  the  third  part  of  the  demesne  manor  of  the

offerings,  and  contributions  made  by  the  clergy  (a  clero),  extraordinary 
and  superimposed,  let  the  vicars  pay  for  the  share  of  the  vicarage,  which 
(quam)  the  Bishop  taxes  at  £12  sterling.  Saving  to  the  Prior  and  Convent, 
as  in  the  case  of  their  other  Churches  of  the  diocese,  their  reasonable  privileges.

This  folio  and  folio  339*  are  occupied  by  a  copy  of  the  proceedings 
entered  on  the  abovenamed  roll  against  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Bridlington 
for  payment  of  a  sum  of  £348  95.  3j^.,  alleged  to  be  due  by  them  as  arrears 
of  a  sum  of  100  marks  of  yearly  pension  originally  granted  to  Peter  de 
Bukton,  k*,  decd,  and  after  his  death  to  whomsoever  the  king  should  nominate, 
payable  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  Church  of  Scarborough,  in  the  keeping 
of  the  Prior  and  Convent.  It  was  adjudicated  that  the  Prior  and  Convent 
were  not  liable  to  pay  such  arrears.

sustenance  as  Gilbert  Torel  '  sompter,'1  now  deceased,  had  there  by  desire 
of  the  late  King  E.,  father  of  the  present  King,  or  to  show  cause  to  the 
contrary,  (fo.  344)  in  contempt  of  the  King  and  his  orders  to  a  thousand 
pounds,  and  to  the  heavy  damage  of  Robert. 

The  Prior,  by  brother  Geoffrey  de  Bolton,  his  attorney,  comes  and  defends, 
and  says  that  he  holds  his  Priory  of  the  foundation  of  a  certain  Walter  de 
Gaunt,  quit  of  all  service,  except  Danegeld  (danagildo),  and  proffers  a  charter 
of  the  said  Walter  which  testifies  this,  and  he  also  proffers  confirmatory 
charters  by  Gilbert  de  Gaunt  son  of  Walter,  and  Gilbert  de  Gaunt  son  and 
heir  of  Dom.  Gilbert  de  Gaunt ;  and  he  says  that  the  present  King  confirmed 
the  said  Gilbert's  (son  of  Gilbert)  quitclaim  and  remission  to  the  Prior  and 
Canons,  of  all  ferms,  customs,  suits,  and  services  which  they  were  accustomed 
or  ought  to  do,  and  proffers  the  King's  letters  accordingly. 

And  Adam  de  Fincham,  who  follows  for  the  King,  says  that  because  the 
aforesaid  Gilbert  Torel  was  admitted  to  the  said  house  to  be  maintained 
for  life,  which  the  Prior  does  not  deny,  and  the  Prior  (fo.  344b)  did  not  appear 
to  the  King's  writ,  he  seeks  judgment  for  the  King.  The  Prior  responds, 
as  before,  that  he  holds  his  Priory  of  the  foundation  of  Walter  de  Gaunt 
and  not  of  the  King's  foundation,  and  that  the  King  ratified  and  confirmed 
the  remission  and  quitclaim  of  Gilbert  son  of  Gilbert  de  Gaunt,  as  aforesaid, 
and  although  the  said  Gilbert  [Torel]  was  admitted  to  support  by  request 
(per  mam  rogaminis),  he  asks  judgment  whether  by  an  admission  of  this  sort 
his  Church  ought  to  be  burdened. 

And  Adam  de  Fincham,  questioned  whether  he  desires  to  advance  any- 
thing further  for  the  King,  says  that  at  present  he  knows  not  anything  to 
say  beyond  what  he  has  already  said.  Therefore  the  Prior  for  the  present 
(ad  presens)  without  day,  saving  always  the  right  of  the  King,  etc.2
